Solid South Faithful to Democratic Nominee—City 

of Lincoln and State of Nebraska Also Give 

Him Majority, but So-Called" Doubtful" 

States are in Republican Column

New York, Nov. 4.— William Howard 
Taft of Ohio, Republican, has been 
elected- twonty-seventh president of 
the United States, and James School- 
craft Sherman of New "York has been 
chosen vice-president This is the out- 
come of one of the most remarkable 
political campaigns in the history of 
the republic. 

William Jennings Bryan of Ne- 
braska, the Democratic candidate, went 
down In the third defeat of his life's 
ambition to occupy the White House. 

Among the more significant results 
were the re-election to congress of 
Speaker Cannon nnd Chairman Sereno 




James 8. Sherman. 

E. Payne of the house committee on 
ways and means; the election of Rep- 
resentative W. 8. Cowherd as gov- 
ernor of Missouri, which, therewith re- 
turns to the "solid south," and the 
reelection for a third term of Gov. 
John Johnson, democrat, in Min- 
nesota. 

One of the results surpassing the 
most sanguine hopes of most Repub- 
licans was Mr. Taft's carrying the 
greater city of New York by a plural- 
ity which approached 10,000. Further- 
more, his plurality In New York state 
will bo approximately 189,334, exceed-, 
ing by nearly 14,000 Roosevelt's big 
plurality of 1904. 

Only second in point of general in- 
terest was the victory of Gov. Charles 
B. Hughes, who was re-elected by a 
plurality estimated as well above 
75,000 over the vote cast for his 
Democratic opponent, ' Lieut Gov. 
Chanler. While Greater Now York 
gave a plurality for Taft> it gave Cham- 
fer a margin of 66,643. 

With 31 United States senators to bo 
elected by legislatures chosen now 
or earlier in the fall, Tho Repub- 
licans will retain their control of both 
houses of congress. 

Mr. Taft carried practically every 
so-called doubtful state except Ne- 
braska, whore Mr. Bryan was. victor- 
ious. Mr. Bryan carried Nevada and 
Montana, in addition to the solid' 
■outh, which Includes Missouri. 
Republican Pluralities Reduced. 

Some of the figures relating to the 
Republican slump in certain states 
regarded as certainly Republican, are 
little Bhort of amazing. Pennsyl- 
vania's Immense plurality of over 500,- 
000 four years ago nas been cut in 
two. Illinois, which gave Roosevelt 
305,000 in 1904, has gono for Tnft by 
about 170,000. The highest claim of 
tho Republicans for Indiana Is 15,000 
as against a plurality of 93,000 for 
Roosevelt 

Iowa, which gavo Mr. Roosevelt 
158,000 plurality In 1904, has dropped 
down to about 57,000 for Taft The 
return of Missouri to the Democracy 
on the presidential ticket, wiped out 
a Republican plurality of ^5,000 four 
years ago. Massachusetts, Now York 



and New Jersey were striking excep- 
tions to the generally reduced Repub- 
lican pluralities. 

Chairman Hitchcock's Statement. 

Chairman Frank H. Hitchcock, of 
the Republican national committee 
made the following statement: 

"The returns speak for themselves. 
There seem to be no longer any doubt- 
ful states. The electoral vote will 
show that my estimate was correct 

It looks now, I think, as If I must 
have underestimated it. The returns 
have exceeded my expectations. 

"The plurality In Indiana will., be 
less than I expected. That In Illi- 
nois is far more than anticipated. 
And so it goes: where oho state has 
not quite come up to the figures I had 
expected seme other stato has gono 
far beyond. Tho latest, returns from 
Maryland indicate that wo have car- 
ried that stato by about 8,000 to 10,- 
000 and that is more than I believed 
it would give. 

Taft Congratulates Hitchcock. 

Cincinnati,. Nov.- 4.— Judgo Taft at 
9:10 p. m. sent the following telegram 
to Frank II. Hitchcock: "I am de- 
lighted to hear the favorable returns 
from all parts of the country, especial- 
ly New York, and I wish to express 
my gratitude to you for the work 
which you have done and felicitate 
you on the accuracy with which you 
foretold the result indicating a clear 
grasp and wondorful political knowl- 
edge of the situation. — William H.. 
Taft" 

Gov. Hughes wired Judgo Taft at 
8:30 o'clock: "Heartiest congratula- 
tions on your splendid victory." 

Chairman Hitchcock was heard from 
as early as 6:30 o'clock. He said: 
"Hearty congratulations on magnifi- 
cent vote." 

Daniel J. Keefe sent this message: 
"Congratulations on your splendid vic- 
tory. Labor voterB appreciate and 
recognize their real friends."

Chicago, Nov. 4. — LateBt election re- 
turns indicate that the house of rep- 
resentatives Ib still heavily Republi- 
can, with a majority on dlvison of 49. 
The Republican membership in the 
Sixty-first congress is 218, while the 
Democrats, show only 173. The mem- 
bership of the house is 391, and the 
majority necessary for control is 19C. 

Gains were made by the Repub- 
licans in North Carolina, Iowa and 
New York. The Democrats gained one 
district in Illinois, the Eighth, where 
Thomas Gallagher was elected to suc- 
ceed Congressman McGavln. Repub- 
licans gain a district in Pennsylvania 
heretofore held by Democrats. 

Speaker Cannon was re-elected by 
a majority of from 6,000 to 10,000. Con- 
gressmen Hepburn, Hull, Dalzell, 
Payne and other leaders of national 
importance who had hard fights were 
all successful. 

Tho districts on which tho Demo- 
crats relied to increase their present, 
strength have, In most instances, re- 
turned Republicans. 

Practically No Change In Senate. 
The senate w|lj show practically no 



change In political complexion, the 
Republicans retaining a large major- 
ity. The membership of the senate is 
92, the hold-over members number 61 
(43 Republicans and 18 Democrats). 
The election of 17 Republicans una 

13 Democrats, as seems probable 
from the returns giving the make-up 
of tho various legislatures which 
elects senators, would \ show the 
strength of the two leading parties In 
the senate to be: Republicans, 60; 
Democrats, 31; doubtful. 1. 

State Legislature Republican. 
The next Illinois state legislature 
will be Republican again. The great- 
est surprise In tho state fight came in 
the defeat of State Senator Orville P. 
Berry for re-election in the Thirty-sec- 
ond^ district. He was defeated by 
James F. Gibson (Dem). 

Berry was head of the "senate com- 
bine" and was recognized as the suc- 
cessor of Daniel Campbell, as tho lead- 
er after Campbell's retirement to ac- 
cept the postraastership of Chicago. 
Cannon Re-Elected. 
Danville, 111.; Nov. 4.— Joseph G. 
Cannon has been re-elected to con- 
gress by a plurality considerably above 
the normal. Returns are still incom- 
plete, .but enough figures have . been 
obtained to show that he will probably 
have a plurality of at least 10,500, 
This Is estimated to be In the different 
counties In his district as follows : 
Vermilion, 6,000; Iroquois, 1,500; Kom 
kakee, 2,000; Edgar, 700; Clark, 200; 
and Cumberland, 100. Tho result boa 
been something of a Burprlso even to 
the friends of Mr. Cannon. Tho fight 
made against him by various church 
organizations, tho Anti-Saloon League 
and. organized labor, coupled with tho 
fact that the Democrats hod for the 
flrBt time since 1S63 a complete or- 
ganization in this district, led the Re- 
publicans to believe that Mr. Cannon's 
plurality would not.be over 3,000. 
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SYNOPSIS.

THE FALL AND WINTER 

CARE OF THE PULLETS 

Comfortable Quarters and -Balanced Ration Needed to Gel 
the Esas— -By James J. Halpln. Michigan. 



When the cold nights begin to come 
it ; is time to bring the pullets into 
winter quarters. They should then 
begin to Bhow Blgns of approaching 
maturity. Before bringing them in, 
clean the house they are to occupy, 
whitewash it thoroughly and disinfect 
the perchos, nest boxes, etc. Be sure 
that the disinfectant enters every 
crack and crevice. Then cover the 
floor with about four inches of fine 
gravel or sand.. Cover this with six 
Inches of dry, clean, long straw, ns 
the pullets will break it up quickly 
enough. Whore leaves are plentiful 
they may bo used and make very sat- 
isfactory litter, although they do not 
last as long as straw. 

When the house Ib ready remove 
tho pullets to it carefully. Do not 
carry them by one leg only or other- 
wise misuse them,* Any rough han- 
dling at this time will mean a subse- 
quent loss In the eggbaskot. Of course 
a change always produces timidity, 
but by exercising great care they will 
soon become accustomed to their now 
quarters. When about to enter the 
house a slight noise announcing one's 
approach before opening the doors 
will prevent fright and Injury from a 
sudden rush or flight against obstacles 
in the pen. Chickens soon get to 
know the call of a low, soft whistle 
announcing to them the coming of the 
feed basket At this stage the repro- 
ductive organs are developing rapid- 
ly and any abuse or frightening may 
cause the loss of some of the finest 
In the flock. 

We have entered poultry houses in 
tho winter where the windows have 
been closed for days at a time. Tho 
hens are found standing around with 
their feathers ruffled and looking as 
if they were nearly frozen to death. 
In accustoming pullets to their new 
quarters, see that they always have 
plenty of fresh air without a draught 
One of tho best systems of ventilation 
is to have a window hinged on ono 
side and cloth on the other so that 
either one can be swung in nt will. 
Those having sliding windows can ar- 



such as hotel swill, horse meat, .or 
other carrion. If milk or meat scraps 
cannot be- secured locally It Is better 
to buy commercial beef scrap or gran- 
ulated milk. These will keep Indefi- 
nitely when properly Btored. 

The green food may' bo supplied in 
the form of cut alfalfa or clover hay, 
The hens will eat it either dry or 
steamed. Mangolds or. beets and cab- 
bage also make excellent food and 
should be. fed raw. Beets should be 
sliced lengthwise until the hens learn 
to eat them, when they may. be thrown 
in whole. The mnngel-wurtzel Is, the 
best variety for chicken feed. ' Tho 
cabbage should be hung up on a string 
where the hens can get -exercise work- 
ing at It. Onions, turnips, potatoes 
and several other vegetables may be 
fed. These, however, should be 
cooked until. soft and then mixed with 
about an equal bulk of bran; feed 
while still quite warm. We prefer 
to feed such a feed at noon. Be care- 
ful not to feed too much, as the hens 
are very fond of soft, moist mash, and 
will gorge themselves with It if given 
a chance. Be sure that each hen can 
get her share and do not feed more 
than thoy will eat up clean In 15 min- 
utes. Also bo careful to have the 
vegetables dry enough so that when 
the bran Is added It will make a crum- 
bly, moist mixture. 

Alwnys be careful to feed clean food 
of all kinds, and shun all bad 'smelling 
disinfectants. Tho egg shell is porous 
and will, therefore, allow the egg to 
nbsorb bad odors. Store the eggs in 
a clean place and market them at 
least once a week; by following this 
method one should soon bo able to get 
a reputation for furnishing eggs that 
are good and genuinely fresh. 

When the pullets are brought In 
from the range they may not be com- 
pletely feathered. If not, an occasion- 
al feed of sweet corn will be a great 
treat for them and will help them pro- 
duce a new coat of feathers. Sun- 
flower seeds contain oil and make an 
excellent addition to the ration, help- 
ing to produce new fcatbero quickly.

range to slide one in from either side. 
Both should usually bo left open a 
little while during the day except In 
extremely cold weather. Hens enjoy 
sunshine and fresh air but It should 
come through the window sand not 
through cracks and crevices. No one 
should expect hens to lay well in a 
bouse that Is not constructed with 
tight walls. The sides of many hen 
houses are made of unmatched lum- 
ber, which has shrunk, leaving cracks 
through which wind, rain and snow 
blow, perhaps directly on the fowls. 
No one should expect hens to do well 
In such a place. A few dollars spent 
on building pnper and a few feet of 
battens will work a great change for 
the better. Simply spread the build- 
ing' paper smoothly over tho aides 
of the house and then place battens 
on every 18 inches. A good coat of 
paint will Improve the appearance, 
and make It more lasting. 

"Next let us consider the 'feed that 
the pullets, should have when they 
come In off the range. While on tho 
rnnge they doubtless found an abun* 
dance of green food and meat In the 
form of grass and insects. We must 
supply these two foods when the pul- 
lets are confined to the laying houses. 
If we can Becure skim milk at a rea- 
sonable price, or have It on tho farm 
It will be found to bo an excellent 
food. . Very often one can buy green, 
bono and scraps or waste meat from 
the markets at a reasonable price. Any 
of these may bo utilized as well, as 
scraps from tho table, as long as they 
are fresh. No one should be guilty 
of feeding partially decayed meat lii 
any form. We cannot expect people 
to pay good proces for eggs if our 
fowls eat unclean food. In some in- 
stances the hens are fed tho meat 
from any animal that dies; this prac- 
tice should not be allowed. Numerous 
complaints are made annually because 
even fresh eggs are off In flavor. 
When the source of tho trouble Is 
traced out we invariably find the' 
hens have been fed unclean food, 



average weight of this pen of pullets 
was 3J/ 2 pounds. The first egg pro- 
duced by this pen was laid October 
23, and during the 30 days of No* 
vember a total of three hundred and 
nlnety-one eggs were produced by 
the pen. 

Oil meal or oil cake may also be added 
to the mash feed. We like to use 100 
pounds of bran, 75 pounds of mid- 
dlings, 25 pounds oil meal, 100 pounds 
corn meal and 100 pounds beef scrap. 
Canada peas also make an excellent 
addition to tho ration during tho 
moulting period. The fowls soon learn 
to cat them and they will help keep 
the birds vigorous during the strain 
of tho moulting period. 

There is as much in care and man- 
agement as In the food. Keep tho 
hens busy all day and then give them 
enough to fill the crops at night. In 
this way one can have healthy fowls 
and avoid many bad habits. If a hop- 
per, is used to feed mash, supply a 
light feed of grain In the litter In tho 
morning; stir it In well so they have 
to work to And It. At noon open tho 
hopper and let them help themselves 
until about four o'clock, when It 
should be closed and the hens fed an 
nbundant feed of grain. ~lf some gruln 
is left In the litter they will search 
it out tho next morning. If moist 
mnsh Is fed It should bo given at noon 
and then In moderation ub the hens 
are very fond of warm, crumbly mash 
In cold weather, and may engorge 
their crops If fed too much. Aim to 
have a constant supply of fresh wnter. 
Do not allow the* fowls to get too 
hungry but endeavor to keep them 
comfortable, busy and contentod. By 
strict adherence to theso rules one 
should bo able to make the strong 
vigorous pullets lay well all the fa)* 
and winter. 



To the Editor — Sir: — Doubtless 
many of your readers will be pleased 
to. have some word from the grain 
fields of Western Canada, where such 
a large number of Americans 2mvo 
made their homo during tho past few 
years.

poses.

It 
Is now possible to secure 160 acres In 
addition to the 160 acres as a free 
grant, by paying $3.00 an aero for it 
Particulars as to how to do this and 
as to 'the railway rates can .be se- 
cured from tho Canadian Government 
' Agents. 

"Tho development throughout West- 
ern Canada during tho next ten years 
will probably exceed that of any other 
country in the world's history/' is hot 
the statement of an optimistic Cana- 
dian from tho banks of the Saskatche- 
wan, but of Mr. Leslie M. 8haw of 
New York, ex-Secretary of tho United : 
States Treasury under the late Presi- 
dent McKlnley and President Roose- 
velt, and considered ono' of tho ablest 
financiers of tho United States. "Our 
railway companies sold a good deal

According to the figures published 
by the German Imperial post office, 
the record of Bending the most tele- 
grams In a- year belongs to the people 
of England, who dispatched almost- 
,94,000,000 during the year 1906. The 
United States came next, with 65,-. 
§00,000, and then France with 58.000,- 
000. Germany occupied fourth place, 
with 52,500,000 telegrams. The Jap- 
anese figures are 24,500,000, and those 
for Russia only 28,000,000, Including 
all the country's Asiatic possessions. 
But Russia paid for them the large 
sum - of $20,675,000, while Germany's 
outlay was' only $8,760,000. During 
the same period the American com- 
panies took in roughly $29,000,000. Of 
the European .countries Spain, for its 
Bize, has the smallest telegraphic 
traffic, the smallest number of miles 
of wire and the smallest Income pn* 
portionately to her population. So far 
as mileage Ib concerned, the United 
States leads all the other nations, but 
no one who has resided abroad ever 
fails to note how much more frequent- 
ly English nnd Germans use the tele- 
graph for short distance communica- 
tions than is the case here, says tho 
New York Post. Of course, the devel- 
opment of the telephone in this coun- 
try, also far ahead of anything similar 
in Europe, accounts in large measure 
for this state of affairs.

New York.— Mrs. William Aator, 

■who for 30 years had been regarded 

as the social leader of New York, died 

. Friday night of heart disease at her 

home on Fifth avenue. 

For nearly four weeks Mrs. Astor, 
who was 82 years old, had been In 
a critical condition owing to the return 
of a heart affection that had given her 
trouble for years. \, 

There Is not a. name In the social 
Teglster that is so well known from 
one end of the land to the other as 
that of Mrs. Astor. Despite her ad- 
vancing years, Mm., Astor continued 
to hold her- social domination up to a 
year ago, when falling health com- 
pelled her to retire Into comparative 
seclusion. 

In III Health a Year. 
It waB in the summer of 1907 that 
Mrs. Astor's friends learned of her 111 
health. While she was abroad last 
year, her son, Col. John Jacob ABtor, 
made the_ announcement that Beech- 
wood, the summer home of Mrs. Astor 
at Newport, would not be opened and 
this led to the discovery that -Mrs. 
Astor was In poor health. Word .came 
later from Mrs. Astor, while she was 
In Paris, saying that she would open 
her Newport villa and that she would 
make the season there one of the gay- 
est In years. 

ThJB promise was not fulfilled, how- 
ever, for when Mrs. Astor returned 
from abroad she broke down in Boston 
and had to return to New York. She 
had remained at her home ever since. 
Society Functions In History. 
The society functions given and pre- 
sided over by Mrs. Astor have gone 
tdown Into history as the most brilliant 
on record. It Is said that the ballroom 
in the mansion on Fifth avenue would 
accommodate 1,000 people. It was 
IMrs. Astor who established the famous 
-"400," her visiting list being confined 
to that number of names. In 1905, 
libwever, Mrs. Astor was said to have 
""let down the bars," when she Invited 
1,200 persons to one of the most mem- 
orable social events ever given In New 
York. Mrs. Astor received her guests 
at these gatherings seated In a high- 
backed chair beneath a portrait of 
herself, painted by Carolus Duran. 

Spouse Not Tall Socially. 
1 The Astor jewels were worn by Mrs. 
.Astor on these occasions. It Is said 
the Astor emeralds are the finest in 

Ahe world. 

William Astor, who died In Paris in 
1892, took little part In the social ac- 
tivities his wife enjoyed. Mrs. Astor. 
"before marriage, was Miss Caroline 
Schermerhorn, a daughter of Abraham 
Schermerhorn, a well-to-do merchant. 
She was married to William Astor on 
September 23, 1853. John Jacob Astor 
•was their only son. There were four 
• daughters, two of.thcm, Mrs. Ogllvie 
Haig and Mrs. Orme Wilson, are now 
living. The eldest daughter, Miss 
Emily Astor, who married J. J. Van 
Alen, died some years ago. 

Pioneer Lumber Merchant Dead. 
Grand Rapids, Mich.— Delos A. 
Blodgett, for 60 years closely Identi- 
fied with the lumber Industry of the 
country, died at his home here, in his 
\ eighty-fourth year. 

He was born in Otsego county, New 
York, in 1825. In 1847 he began work 
in an Upper Michigan sawmill, finally 
Decerning one of the heaviest timber 
operators of the state. In 1885 he be- 
gan buying southern timber land and 
was one of the first northern men to 
make such Investments. He and his 
associates are among the largest hold- 
ers of southern pine to-day.

WlllemBtad;- — The Netherlands 
government fixed November 1 as 
the limit of time for Venezuela to re- 
voke the decree of President Castro, 
Issued on May 14, prohibiting the 
trans-shipment of goods for Vene- 
zuelan ports at Curacao. President 
Castro has refused to revoke this de- 
cree, but as yet, so far as is known 
here the Netherlands government has 
not decided upon definite action. 

There haB been much activity here, 
but in an interview Sunday the gov- 
ernor of Curacao said that Holland 
ought to have assurances that Vene- 
zuela had not revoked the decree at 
the last hour of the day fixed accord- 
ing to the ultimatum before taking 
any active measures. He believed that 
his government had made ample prep- 
arations for any eventuality. The 
opinion Is held among naval officers 
here that no direct steps will be 
taken within a week. 

There Is no question that Vene- 
zuelans believe the Netherlands gov- 
ernment is preparing to blockade their 
ports. Advices received by the steam- 
er Zulla from Maracalbo state that it 
was reported on October 24 that Pres- 
ident Castro had ordered the mobiliza- 
tion of 60,000 troops to be ready No- 
vember 2. Two days later there were 
rumors In Maracalbo that Gen. Nicho- 
las Rolando, who previously had been 
charged with leading a revolutionary 
movement In Venezuela, was crossing 
the frontier with. 20,000 men from 
Cucuta, Colombia. No further account 
of this movement could bo learned be- 
cause mail and telegraphic communi- 
cations with Cucuta were suspended 
the following day. Large shipments of 
powder and shells have been received 
at Fort San Carlos on Maracalbo lake, 
and there Is much activity around the 
frontier. 

At Wlllemstad a wireless system has 
been established so that uninterrupted 
service can now be secured.

Suffragettes Create Remarkable Scene 
In House of Commons. 



London. — Suffragette disturbances 
have driven the government to tho un- 
usual course of temporarily closing 
the strangers' and ladles' galleries In 
the house of commons. Wednesday 
evening a sensation was caused by tho 
display of a placard and sudden slirlll 
cries from the ladles' gallery, demand- 
ing votes for women, while slmultane* 
ously a bundle of handbills fluttered 
down from the strangers' gallery at 
the opposite end of the chamber, and a 
man shouted protests against "Injus- 
tice to women." 

Attendants hurried to the galleries 
and tho male offender was uncere- 
moniously ejected, but fromtho ladles' 
gallery sounds were heard of a des- 
perate struggle. Two suffragettes had 
firmly chained themselves to the grlllo 
and resisted for a time all efforts at 
removal, crying continuously in shrill 
tones their demands for votes. 

The scene was watched with amaze- 
ment from tho floor of tho house, but 
finally the suffragettes wero dragged 
from their posts and removed, but 
only after portions of the grille were 
removed with them. 



Olongapo, P. I.— The first squadron 
of the Atlantic battleship fleet arrived 
here Saturday. 

The weather was fine throughout 
tho entire trip from Japan and tho 
Bhlps have been occupied with squad- 
ron evolutions and careful prepara- 
tions for target practice. Otherwise 
the journey has been uneventful. 
Wireless communication will be main- 
tained with Manila while tho fleet is 
at Olongapo. 

Amoy. — Chinese people were In- 
different regarding the arrival here 
Friday of the second squadron of the 
United States Atlantic fleet. Only a 
few natives turned out to see the bat- 
tleships composing the strongest naval 
force that ever entered this port. 

Not more than 100 Chinese guests 
were admitted to the grounds on 
which the celebration planned for tho 
reception of the American officers and 
sailors was held, and resentment at 
the severe measures to exclude tho 
natives was the cause of tho apathy. 
The British consul Issued a circular 
stating that the local Officials have de- 
clined to issue more than CO passes 
to the inclosure to British subjects 
and that in consequence he refused to 
accept one. 

The fleet appeared off Tal-Tan is- 
land at 0:30 a. m. Friday, having 
been met ten miles out at sea by tho 
torpedo gunboat Fel-Ying, which es- 
corted the visitors to their anchor- 
age. Tho ships entered the harbor in 
single file, the Louisiana, flagship of 
Rear Admiral William H. Emory, load- 
ing, and after forming a double lino 
they dropped their anchors at 9:30 
o'clock while tho forts on shore and 
the flagship of tho Chinese squadron, 
the Hal-Cht, fired tho usual salutes, to 
which the Americans responded. 



JAMES KERR PASSES AWAY. 



Promises to Make Recommendation In 
Next Message. 

New York. — That President Roose- 
velt has agreed to recommend to 
congress in his next message the 
passage of a law to conserve the pub- 
lic health, similar to the one proposed 
by tho American Medical association, 
was the statement made in an cddresB 
before tho Now York Academy of 
Medicine by Dr. Charles A. L. Reed of 
Cincinnati, chairman of the associa- 
tion's committee on national medical 
legislation. In speaking on the cam- 
paign for national health laws, Dr. 
Reed said: 

"On the heels of the various steps 
forward I am gratified to bo able to 
assure you that tho president has au- 
thorized tho statement that ho will 
formulate definite proposals and trans- 
mit them with his indorsement to the 
next congress. It now devolves upon 
tho 13,000 doctors in the United States 
not only to back the president in his 
work, but to anticipate those actions 
by a persistent campaign in behalf of 
this fundamental feature of tho public 
welfare." 

BIG PARADE OF CATHOLICS. 

Forty Thousand Men of Boston Dio- 
cese In Procession* 

Boston.— What was probably the 
greatest parade of a religious char- 
acter In the history of New England 
brought to a closo Sunday the cen- 
tenary celebration of the founding of 
the Roman Catholic diocese of Boston, 
.which was begun on Wednesday last. 
It Is estimated that fully 40,000 men 
representing the Holy Name socletien 
of tho Roman Catholic churches In tho 
five counties which constitute the dio- 
cese, with over 150 v priests, partici- 
pated, marching to the music of 100 
bands. Thousands of spectators filled 
every point of vantage along the lino 

of march. 

Passing before the archleplscopal 
residence on Bay Street road, the pa- 
rade was reviewed by Cardinal plb- 
bons and Archbishop William H. 
O'Connell, together with a number of 
visiting prelates. 



Detroit, Mich.— After confessing 
their guilt to the police Monday, John 
Kurka, a teamster, and Mrs. Anthony 
Schuitz wore arraigned before Jus- 
tice of tho Peace Gerhard in Ham- 
tranck township and pleaded guilty 
to the charge of murdering Mrs.

"Annie, I've told them all about It," 
said Kurka, when the woman was 
brought before the police after Kur- 
ka's confession, and the woman 
dropped, sobbing and hysterical, into 
a chair. The police officials Bat silent 
for ten minutes until she controlled 
herself, and then listened to her story. 
According to the two confessions, 
the police say, Schultz was murdered 
in his bed about 3:30 a. m., the wife 
in another room being able to hear 
tho fatal blow of tho ax each time it 
fell. She then was called Into the 
room and lifted the feet of tho dead 
man as Kurka lifted the shoulders 
while they carried the body to tho 
green dump wagon in which Kurka 
took It from tho extreme northeastern 
limits of tho city, down through De- 
troit's business section, seven miles, 
to the secluded lane in the western 
suburbs, whore it was later found hid- 
den under a pile of straw.

William J. Bryan visited Mr. Kerr 
last Mondny, and the latter was much 
elated over the visit of the Democratic 
candidate, but almost immediately 
afterward suffered a nervous collapse 
which greatly aggravated his already 
weakened condition. Thero have been 
several consultations of physlclanB 
within the last few days, and it was 
determined Friday ,thut the only 
chanco of saving Mr. Kerr's life lay 
in performing an operation.

The doctor came to Washington on 
the special train of the Texas delega- 
tion,, and during .the week was an in- 
terested, as well as an interesting, par- 
ticipator in the proceedings, and dem- 
onstrations of the congress. 

Another erfthuBlastio Texas delegate 
was Dr. W; T. Jones of Fort Davis. 
Tho day before Dr. Jones left his home 
at Fort Davis to'como to Washington 
he rode horseback 45 miles Into the 
country to see a patient. The round 
trip was 90 miles. Tho following day 
be rode GO miles to the railroad sta- 
tion, where ho joined tho other dele- 
gates bound for Washington. The doc- 
tor, being UBed.to such experiences, 
was not greatly fatigued by his two 
trips through the country.

■ The bureau of corporations, depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, wants 
special examiners at salaries ranging 
from $1,200 to $3,500 a year.
